The Accident Said to Have Been Caused 
by an Open Switch—Four Men Drowned 
—Fatal Gasoline Explosion at Creston, 
Io.—Mother and Babe Burned at Den-

WORCESTER, Mass., Dec. 4.—Special dis- 
patches from Webster say that a ter- 
ribe wreck occurred on the New York 
& New England Railroad at East Thompson 
at 60’clock this morning caused by a col- 
lision of the South Bridge freight 
with an east-bound freight going over the 
west-bound track. The Long Island 
express was passing on the other track at 
the time and all three trains are plied up 
together. Engineer Tabor of the Boston 
train, and his fireman are reported 
Killed, one passenger on the Pullman Is re- 
ported burned to death and many are in- 
jured.

ALONE ON THE OCEAN. 


Capt. Leo’s Thrilling Story ofthe Loss of 
His Schooner on the Atlantic. 


New York, Dec. 4.—Brief reference has 
been made to the logs of the schooner William 
L. Bradly, which was wrecked by a monster 


wave inthe Atlantic on her voyage trom 
Charleston to be pape: Mass. The only 
soul saved of the ‘on board was Capt. J. 
H. Leo. He relates his experience as follows: 

‘“*‘My escape seems to me almost miracu- 
lous. The little craft was weathering the 
storm handsomely, when suddenly the big- 
gest wave thati haveever seen bore down 
on us. It was as highasa house and had 
three crests. Isawit just in time to crouch 
under thelee of the longboat and grab one 
of the davits. Fora momentthe foaming 
crests were leyel withour crosstrees, and 
then with acrash Mkea peelof thunder the 
whole green mass tumbiedontopofus. The 
crew were ali on deck, and each man caught 
hold of what was mearest to him, but they 
were ali swept overboard like so many chips. 

**The longboat broke the force of the del- 
uge for me, and I was able to keep my hold. 
But when the sea had passed over us it left 
the schooner on her beam ends and fast sink- 
ing. Ljumped overboard to escape going 
Gown with herand grabbed the companion

Twenty Others Are Reported Seriously 
Injured. 


AN AWFUL CALAMITY VISITS ST. PAUL 
THIS MORNING. 


While Removing Debris From the Farwell, 
Ozmun & Co. Store, Recently Destroyed 
by Fire, the Masonry Falls in Upon 
Them—Twenty Others Injured, Some of 
Them Fatally—The Work of Rescue 2e- 
gun. 


St. PAUL, Minn.-, Dec. 4.—The most horrible 
accident that ever occurred in St. Paul took 
place shortly after lo’clock to-day when the 
center wall of the west section of the Shepard 
building, recently occupled by Farwell. Oz- 
man & Kirk, fell in, burying the workmen 
beneath the ruins. 

There were supposed to have been fifteen 


Pmen beneath the wallat the time it fell and 


the majority of them were killed or received 
injuries which will prove fatal. 

The news ofthe calamity soon spread. An 
alarm of fire was turned in, and the depart- 
ment responded promptly. Work was at 
once begun by the firemen, aided by citizens 
andasquadof police. They worked with a 
will, but their efforts were seriously hamp- 
ered by the pressure of the vast crowds 
which had been attracted tothe spot by the 
fire alarm. 

GETTING OUT THE DEAD. 

After the laborers who had not been caught 
by the falling walls recovered from their 
panic, under the lead of Chief Clark, Chief 


Jackson and Assistant Chief Mar- 
tin went to work removing the 
dead and injured. The men were 


wild with excitement, bowever, and it was a 
long time before more than half a dozen 


could be induced to go to work. The others 


ran back and forth around the buliding shout- 
ing to each other and uttering imprecations 
against the contractors or stood gazing 
blankly at the ruin. 

The group that went to work in less than 
half an hour had taken out ten men, five of 
whom were killed and fiVe injured, one so 
severely that the physicians on the ground 
stated that he could not live until they

THE SPEAKERSHIP. 


Closing the Ranks bythe Various Candi- 
dates. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 4.—The new fea- 
ture In the Speakership canvass to-day is the 
whisper that Mills is beaten. Certainly his 
friends do not publicly admitthis. But the 
feeling that Crisp will win pervades the at- 
mosphere, andis evidenced by the jubilant 
State of his adherents. Itisa good thing for 
the party that there is not another week of 
anxiety to be gone through. The caucus will 
meet at 2 o’clock to-morrow afternoon, and 
the general belief is that three ballots will 
Settle the issue. 

It now looks like this: The five candidates, 
Crisp, Miils, Springer, Hatch and McMillin 
will go Into the caucus and stay in the race to 
the finish. 

Summing up the Mills vote, as increased by 
to-da¥'s ciaim of the Millis people, the Texas 
candidate ts expected to start with sixty-one 
votes. This figure ts further increased by 
those who deal only in round numbers to 
seventy. ‘Taking, then, the Mills claim oy 
specifications, the Texan hassixty-one votes 
Subtracting the thirteen votes the Mills peo- 
ple complain of in the Crisp column, and 
seventy-four remain. 

That leaves the Georgian still in the lead, 
but makes the race depend very greatly on 
the doubtful vote, which the Mills peonle are 
inclined to put ata much higher figure than 
the Crisp people. 

It is still a very difficult matter to gather 
information not colored by individual prefer- 
Itisa mostexciting race and, many 
people believe, a ciose one, but it ts marked 


| by great confidence on the part of the fol- 


lowers of the two leading candidates. The 
Crisp men assert that he cannot be beaten, 
while the Millis men profess unbounde 4 faith 
in the ability of their favorite to win the 
race.

Charles Melvin Seaton Hanged at Mt 
Vernon, Mo. 


HE MURDERED LEWIS CHANNEL, & 
MINER AT JOPLIN. 


The Doomed Man’s Address From the 
Scaftold—Totally Indifferent to His 
Fate—Scenes in the Cell Before He Was 
Led From the Jail to the Gallows— 
McCoy’s Case. 


*MoOUNT VERNON, Mo., Dec. 4.—Charles Mel- 
ville Seaton was hanged here to-day for the 
murder of Lewis Channel, a mining engineer, 
at Joplin, Mo. He was guarded dur- 
ing the night by twelve men, who 
took turns in watching him, Kev. J. J. 
Martin,his spiritual adviser,stayed with him 
tillé4:0 this morning. Last night the Posr- 
DISPATCH representative visited the jail and 
saw Seaton, who was to all appearances 
worn out with excitement and dread. Ina 
trembling manner he bade the reporter good- 
night, andto Kev. Martin he intimated a de- 
sire to go to bed. About Ill he went 
to sleep and only once during the night 
turned over in bed. When he awoke he wag 
much refreshed and seemed very cheerful. 
Re dressed himself in a neat black suit of 
clothing, supplied by the Sheriff and with 
white collar and black tie. He chatted 
cheerfully to the guard. 

At1o’clock he was brought from his cell 
and the death warrant, with all subsequent 
official documents, read to him. When the 
clerk read the words, ‘‘and hanged by the 


neck until dead,’’ Seaton said, ‘‘yes, 
ce, ”* Hie listened to the reading 
with as much coolness as if it were 


@ pleasant story. The Deputy Sheriff 
brought the handcuffs to place on his wrists, 
but made some mistake, whereupon Seaton 
said: ‘‘Hold on, that won’t do.’’ 

When taken to the gallows he"saild: **‘I 
want to see the boys,’’ and lightly tripping 
to the upper corridor, and going to each cell 
he shook hands with all the prisoners, say- 
ing: ‘‘Good-bye; if Idon’t see you again ia 
this worid I hope to In another.’’ 

Incoming down stairs he admonished the 
oficeras to putting on properly the brace- 
lets. Several reporters and guards shook 
hands with him as he passed out, to whom 
be spoke cheerfully. Passing into the Sheriff’s 
ofice he mounted the temporary steps lead- 
ing through a window into the jail yard, 
where the gallows had been erected, and up 
to the platform without any ald. 

The noose was placed upon his neck and 
facing the reporters, doctors, guards and 
those admitted to the inclosure below, he 
was told if he had anything to say, to do so, 

‘‘Speak out loud Charile,’’ said some one, 
In a bold clear voice he said 

I want to say that whisky and bad company brought 
me here and caused my ruination. ft warn all voa 


men not to use intoxicating jiijuors or keep 
com pany. 


The Diack cap was placed onthe prisoner 


by Kk. H, Landrum, his arms and tlegs 
strapped, and, with a slight trembling, 
Seaton awaited his fate. Atl0- the Shertff 
cut the rope, and the cuiprit dropped, 
giving a slight rebound. His legs 
quivered, and upwards of fifteen times 
he seemed to gasp for breath. At 10:2% the 
physicians pronounced life extinct. The 
noose was removed and the body pr red 
for burial. 

Julius CC. Miller, the Sheriff who arrested 


Seaton, arrived last night and witnessed the 
hanging. Seaton to the last made no con- 
fession of the crime, but said last night 
the truth would be known some day 
and only wished he could lvetilithen. Yes- 
terday his parents arrived with bis youngest 
sister and brother. They saw him, and at 
his request did not visit him again. He said 
his only regret was leaving his or old 
mother, who hadtried to raise him right.

The police are now working on this new 
and startling development, and according to 
Conductor Kappner’s story they have located 
the man in a disreputable house in this city, 
ana expect to have him in custody before 


night. 

The story of the meeting and identification 

as told by Conductor Kappner Is as follows: 
A TRAIN ROBBER IDENTIFIED. 

‘Twas atthe Union Depot this morning 
and stopped at the cigar stand to buy a pack- 
age of cigarettes. While standing therea 
man began conversation with me on the sub- 
ject of the train robbery and after I had 
talked with him awhile he said suddenly: 
‘Well, there’sa@ Manover there who states 
that be knows the names of ali the train rob- 


bers.’ ’’ 
-*J turned quickly and looked at the man he 


indicated, who was standing not far from me. 
As soon as my eyes fell on him I recognized 
him as one of the train robbers whose facel 
had seen as the robbery was going on. Ihad 
had a good opportunity to see the train rob- 
bers, as you will see from my 
story of the robbery, and especially this 
man, who had certain distinguishing marks 
which made identification easy. Although 
when I had seen him on the night of the rob- 
bery he worea handkerchief mask over the 
lower partof his face, I could see that he 
hada sandy beard. Besides that, his face 
was peculiarly marked by queer-looking 
white spots on the complexion. The man I 
saw at the Union Depot this morning was the 
same man. lam as sure of that as 1 could be 


of anything. 

‘*As I turned quickly to look atthe man he 
saw meandasif he had recognized me or 
saw thatI recognized him, he hastily rose 
and made his wsy out of the waiting room. 
By questioning I found also that the man 
had been showinga large roll of bills at the 
Union Depot and acting ina suspicious way. 
I hurried at once to the Four Courts 
to notify the police. I had to | 
wait some time to sea Chief 
Harrigan, but as soon asI had told my story 
an officer was sent with me back to the Union 
Depot. About twenty minutes had passed 
then, and wewere unable to find the man 
who had evidently made hasteto get away. 
But the police got a clewto his movements 
because before I left I was told to report at 
the Four Courts within three-quarters of an 
hour when, the police thought, they would 
have the man in custody. The police had 
found a cabman who had just driven the 
man I described to a certain house of prostl- 
tution in the city, and they were going to) 
that house to arrest him. Iam surethatthe. 
man 1 saw was the same whom! had espe- 
cially noticed as one of the train robbers | 
during the robbery. lam sure, aiso, thatl | 
will be able to positively identify hinrif he ts 
a@rrested.’’ | 

ANOTHER IMPORTANT DEVELOPMENT. 

The above story, judging from Conductor | 
Kappner’s certainty that the man whom he , 
saw to-day at the Union Depot was the same | 
whom he had seen as a train rob- | 
ber at Glendale last Monday night, shouid | 
lead to the most important developments In 
the train robberyicase within the next twelve | 
hours. In addition to this feature of | 
to-day’s developments, however, there | 
is another which also promises | 
important results. Manager a: 
Damsel of the Adams Express Co. was seen 
Dy a Post-Dispatcn reporter this morning 
and for the first time consented to 
the publication of the official descrip- 
tion of the train robbers, a _ descrip- 
tion upon which the detectives are 
now working, and which is most minuteln 
detail and apparently very accurate. Mr. 
Damsel states that the accuracy of the de- 
scription of robbers No. land 2, as they are 
Classified, is due to the coolness 
of Engineer Wagner of the robbed train, 
who as soon as he saw that the robbers had 
Possession, devoted his soie attention to 
watching them and impressing their personal 
appearanc upon his memory $0 
that he could give a good description 
that might lead to their positive tdentifica- 
The description of robbers No. 8 and 4 1s 
fiso quite full,and by to-morrow morning 
Mr. Damsel expects to have a descrip- 
tion of the remaining two of the 
band of six, be having sent a 
representative of the company to Monett to 
secure from Express Messenger Mulbrenin 
as full a description as Pa 
ble of the two men who boarded the 
express car and rifled the safe. The 
description of the robbers now published for 
the first time was made public by Chief of 
Police Harrigan on the authority of Supt. 
Damsel. The type-written document reads 
aS follows:

FIVE MILLIONS FOR CHICAGO. 

The grounds on which Chicago inva- 
riably puts forward her demand on Con- 
gress for $5,000,000 for Fair purposes an- 
nounce her settled conviction that the 
Federal Treasury owes her that much on 
account ofthe Fair, and that even if the 
money must be obtained as ‘‘a loan’’ it 
will still simply be a mere payment of a 
sum justly due toa strictly national pur- 
pose—a contribution which Chicago will 
accept only with the distinct understand- 
ing that she will be under no more moral 
obligation to pay the money back out of 
the proceeds of the Fair than she is to de- 
vote those proceeds to,the building of a new 
man-of-war for the United States Navy. 

The Chicago papers all treat the word 
‘‘Joan’’ in this connection as an irksome 
and offensive mask held only temporarily 


before the face of her Treasury raiders, 


with plain notice to all concerned that it 
will be discarded as soon as'the ‘‘swag’’ is 
forthcoming. The Times, speaking for the 
entire press of Chicago, impatiently refers 
to the use of the word ‘‘loan’’ as a mere 
compulsory expedient, and says: ‘‘*The 
Republic which may have no right to make 
a loan ought to make an appropriation out 
and out.’’ : 

That is the Chicago idea about this $5,- 
000,000 and every Congressman who votes 
for the so-called ‘‘loan’’ will do so with 
a clear understanding that Chicago has no 
thought of ever returning the money to 
the Federal Treasury. 

She obtained the Fair from Congress by 
solemnly promising not to ask any aid 
from the Federal Treasury beyond what 
was provided for in the original act. She 
now shamelessly falsifies that promise, 
and while trying to bulldoze a $5,000,000 
loan out of Congress with plain intima- 
tions that the Fair must be a failure and a 
national disgrace without such aid, she 
coolly gives notice that she will not feel 
under any obligation to pay the money 
back and will regard any demand for it as 
an attempt to rob her. 

The whole truth of the matter is that 
Chicago went into the World’s Hair enter- 
prise for what she could make out of it, 
and she intended from the beginning to 
get something out of it besides incidental 
benefits or profits. She intended to real- 
ize five or ten millions worth of per-

Universal Bimetallism Gaining Friends 
in Europe. 


FRANCE MAY CALL’ AN INTERNATIONAL 
CONFERENCE SHORTLY. 


An Enlarged Use of the White Metal 
Favored in England—Results That 
Secretary Foster’s Efforts Have 
Brought About — Postmaster-General 
Wanamaker’s Annual Report. 


WASHINGTON, D. ©., Dec. 4.—The expres- 
sion of the Hon, George J. Goschen, Chan- 
cellor oithe Excheguer, in favor of anen- 
larged use of silver by the Bank of England 
caused great satisfaction at the Treasury De- 
partment. Itis regarded as the direct result 
of the efforts which Secretary Foster has 
been making through Mr. Seligman and other 
American bankers to secure vandid consider- 
ation of the silver question by the European 
Governments. Secretary Foster lms felt it 
was foolish for the United States to plunge 
into free coinage alone, and that an inter- 
oceanic agreement in favor of bi-metalism 
would never be made while the radical free 
coinage men appeared to have the upper 
hand here. He began inquiries early in the 
summer through Mr. Seligman and the other 
gentlemen as to the feeling in Europe,and the 
reports which he received indicated that 
England and France were disposed to make a 
larger use of silver if any internationl agree. 
ment could be brought about. 

A number of new letters trom England and 
France arrived within a few days and repre- 
sented the feeling in favor of international 
agreement as stronger than ever, since the 
elections inthis country demonstrated that 
we did not propose to place ourselves upona 
Silver basis without international co-opera- 
tion and let Europe absorb our gold. 

The recent letters have greatly satisfied 
Secretary Foster when he read them in his 
sick room and have been sent to the Presi- 
dent for his consideration. The radical ad- 
vocates of free coinage will probably inter- 
pret the declaration of Mr. Goschen as favor- 
able to their views, but the most conserva- 
tive business men will be disposed to qwait 
the action of England and France before 
urging any new step upon this country. 

The communications just received indicate 
that an invitation for another international 
conference is likely to come from France 
witbin a shorttime. No definite promise of 
this sort has been obtained fromthe French 
Government, but there isa strong feeling in 
France in favor of the enlarged use of silver 
which will probably receive a fresh stimulus 
from the deciaration of Mr. Goschen. This 
country will be ready to acceptan Invitation 
for another international conference if it 
promises substantial resuits, and such a con- 
ference is very likely to take place during the 
coming summer, 


WANAMAKER’S REPORT. 


THE POSTMASTER-GENERAL REVIEWS THE PAST 
YEAR’S WORK. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec, 4.—Postmaster- 
General Wanamaker, in his annual reportto 
the President, shows that the postal deficit is 
decreasing and predicts that the service will 
be self sustaining by July, 1893. 

The most interesting subject discussed in 
the report is that of adopting the telephone 
and telegraph as means of postal communl- 
cation. Onthis Mr. Wanamaker says:

DREAD INFLUENZA. 


— 


Its Windspread Ravages Paralyzing 
German Trade. 


IN ONE MONTH 40,000 CITIZENS OF BER- 
LIN WERE ATTACKED. 


The Czar Issues a Rescript Calling His 
Subjects Back to the Greek Church— 
Relations of Canada and the United 
States Discussed Dominion News— 
General Foreign. 


BERLIN, Dec. 4.—The epidemic of influenza 
which has beén prevailing in this city for some 
time pastis daily spreading and the number 
of persons who have been afflicted with the 
disease is now very large. On Nov. 26 
it was estimated by some physicians that 
40,000 personsin Berlin had been attacked 
with influenza since Noy. 1, 

The disease is pronounced of a much more 
virulent type than that which prevailed here 
two years ago and many deaths are reported. 
The victims of the epidemic comprise people 
ofevery station in life and many prominent 
residents of the city have been p rostrated by 
the prevailing malady, So widespread 
have been its ravages that 
municipal affairs have been interfered with 
owing to the illness of many of those connect- 
edwith the various departments. Several 
judges and numerous other officials connected 
with the courts have been attacked and in- 
capacitated from attending thelr duties and 
vexatious delays have thus been caused in 
certain judicial proceedings. A similar state 
of affairs exists in the different public offices. 
Even the railroad lines and other concerns 
having a large number of employes are ser- 
lausly affected by the loss ofthe services 
of many of their workmen. The hospitals 
are crowded totheir utmost capacity with 
persons seeking medical reliefand the phy- 
Siclans of the city are constantly engaged in 
attending to the needs of their numerous pa- 
tients. Berlinis not the only portion of the 
Empire devastated by la grippe. From many 
parts of the country came reports of wide. 
Spread suffering from the disease. Inthe 
mining districts in the neighborhood of 
Waldenburg the malady has also assumed 
epidemic proportions and the condition of af- 
fairs among the residents of these places is 
regarded as very serious. 


CANADIAN NEWS, 


THE DOMINION’S RELATIONS TO THE UNITED 
STATES DISCUSSED, 


MONTREAL, Dec. 4.—The Star’s London cor- 
respondent telegraphs as follows: ‘*At the 
Canada Club dinner some important speeches 
were delivered. Sir Robert rected. iy om 
ernor of the Canadian Co., warmly attacked 
the Imperial Federation League for want of a 
definite policy. ‘With all this prattle,’ he 
said, ‘we do not get nearer the desired end.’ 
Sir Rawson, Secretary to Gov. Baggot in 1842, 
replied as a memberof the council] of the 
League. He said this question was much more 
dificult than the question of American 
Union. Yet see how long the latter took. He 
begged his hearers to have patience and not 
Suppose the League was wanting in power or 
common sense, because after sixor eight 
years ithad failed to attain the great end 
soughtafter. Sir Charles Tupper spoke at 
length, but without referring to this scheme, 
which the other speakers applauded. He 
eulogized Sir John MacDonald and bitterly 
attacked Goldwin Smith. ‘For twelve years,’ 
he said, ‘this talented Englishman has been 
seeking to undermine the British connection 
with Canada and bring Canada into the 
States.” While he (the speaker) regretted 
that ill health compelled Prof. Smith’s re- 
tirement, he rejoiced that he left the politi- 
cal scene withouta single convert in the 
whole of Canada.’’ 

George Taylor, M. P. of Ottawa, will re-in- 
troduce his bill, a copy of the United States 
anti-alien labor law, into Parliament at the 
next sessian unless the subject is considered 
at the forthcoming conference.

AGAINST THE STUNDISTS, 


THE CZAR CALLS HIS SUBJECTS BACK TO THEIR 
RELIGIOUS ALLEGIANCE. 

ST. PETERSBURG, Dec, 4.—The Ozar has is- 
sued arescript appointinga new metropol- 
itan of the Greek Church at Kieff. In it His 
Majesty orders that the most vigorous action 
should be tuken against the Stundists, who, 
the Czar says, are injuring more and more 
the faith of our fathers. 

The Stundists are a Protestant sect, con- 
sisting mostly of Russians from the Eastern 
Church, which was formed in 1817. They re- 
pudiate the sacraments, and demand an 
equal distribution of property. A 
synod of the Eastern Church 
some time since pronounced them 
guilty of blasphemy and antagonized them. 
It is estimated that the sect has over 1,000,000 
members. 

Four English Quaker delegates have ar- 
rived in Russia with the object of visiting the 
famine stricken districts. 

Gen. Annenkoff becomes Managing Chief of 
the Central famine Committee with power to 
accept domestic and foreign subscriptions 
and to distribute relief without distinction as 
to race orcreed. He has summoned nineteen 
provincial Governors to a conference in re- 
gard to the famine, 


SOUTHERN REPUBLICS. 


BRAZIL RETAINS HER LEGATION AT MEXICO— 
SAN SALVADOR NEWS, 


CITY OF MEXICO, Dec. 4.—The Brazilian 
Government has decided to retain its lega- 
tion here and President Peixotto has ordered 
Senhor Alvin to remain at his post, 

The Minister of War says that Col. Hernan- 
dez was arrested for itnsubornation, not for 
anattempt to enter into an alliance with 
Garza as was reported from Brownsville, 
Tex. The Minister also states that the 
Government is convinced that Hernandez 
is really loyal, 

In response to the request of the Salvador. 
fan Government that the the Mexican Gov- 
ernment would permit a number of army 
officers to give instructions in the Salvadorian 
army, the Minister of War will designate six 
cadets to go to Salvador as instructors. The 
government has entered into a contract with 
the Colonizer, Reeves, to establish agricul- 
tural colonists in the State of Pueblo. 

Advices received here from Honduras are 
to the effect that the rebels in that Republic 
are still in retreat, but that they declare they 
will organize a larger force near the frontier. 


BAN SALVADOR CONSULS. 

SAN SALVADOR, Via Galveston, Tex., Dec. 4. 
—A decree has been issued by the govern. 
ment to the effect that no merchant will be 
allowed to act as foreign consul, vice-consul 
or consular agent in the Republic after Feb, 
1, 1892. Therevolutionin Honduras against 
President Leiva, Gen. Bogran and the mem.- 
bers of Oongress, according to advices roe- 
ceived here, is headed by Gen, Ferra. The 
Insurgents were defeated and both Macaeme 
and Curaren and have fied into Nicaragua.

MURDERER SAWTELLE, 


Trying to Save His Neck From the Hang- 
man’s Noose. 


Concorp N..H., Dec.—The case of the 
murderer Isaac B. Sawtelle is again before 
the Supreme Courtof New Hampshire. He 
has sworn to the fact that he saw hig brother 
Hiram killed in the State of Maine, Feb, 5, 
1890. It is the first admission that this noted 
criminal has made since his arrest one week 
after the murder was committed. He has 


stated whothe murderer of his brother was, 
and how and when the latter was killed. The 
name of this man will be made known only to 
the judges of the Supreme Ccurt, Isaac's 
counsel, and the State attorneys. 

The main points in Isaac’s statement are 
that he had no murderous designs against his 
brother Hiram. His position was this: He 
had left ——— an old man, without money 
and with little chance to get a living. His 
brother Hiram had the right to allof the 

roperty left, which was then in the name of 

is mother. His only wish was to securea 
portion of that estate—all of it if he could. 

To that end he laid his plans, after having 
consulted with his friend and former State 
prison companion, Dr. Blood. The plan was 
to get Isaac ina lonely place in some woods 
and keep him in a hut or shanty, constantly 
guarded, until he was willing to sign away 
his possession for the sake of getting away. 

Thatiswhy the plans were laid as they 
were, and, after some research, Rochester, 
N. H., and Lebanon, Me., were’ selected as 
the places tocarry them outin, Everything 
went well until the last minute, when, as 
Hiram was about to be bound and carried to 
his quarters inthe woods, the murder was 
committed. 

The murder he will say was committed very 
near the grave in the woods. The burial 
place was only selected because it was near 
the lonely woodman’s shanty, where Hiram 
was to be kept until he was ready to give up 
his right to his father’s estate. 

On that Wednesday evening in February 
Isaac had reached the spot where the horse 


the bridge between East Rochester and 
Lebanon had been crossed, but whatever fear 
he felt was quieted by Isaac. 

The assistant, the man whose name Isaac 
has given tothe authorities, was in waiting 
on that lonely North Berwick road, He had 
reached the rhace by going to North Berwick, 
Me., havingtaken the Worcester, Rochester 
& Portland train at Nashua Junction, the 
same route as that choser by Isaac when he 
visited Rochester with little Marion and his 
mother. 

He hada four-mile walk from the Spring- 
vale depot to the place, but as it was over 
lonely country roads bordered on both sides 
for most of the distance by dense woods, 
there was little danger that he would be 
seen, and by that route it would be impossi- 
ble for any one to connect him with Isaac’s 
movements in Rochester, 

Hiram stepped out of the buggy and Isaac 
looked after the horse. The assistant 
grabbed the half-suspicious brother by the 
arms and roughly said to him something like: 
**Now we’ve got you.’’ Hiram replied, and 
then hs commencedto fight. He thought he 
had been brought there to be murdered, and 
he struggled to escape as only a mancan 
struggle who feels that his last minnte on 
earth is at hand. 


efore leaving that town with Hiram. 

The mysterious assistant had a revolver, 
and when he found that Hiram was in dan- 
ger of gettin awey from him, he drew it 
from his pocket. hen Hiram and this man 
were clinched, the former holding his antag- 
onist away from him bya gripon the stran- 
ger’s throat. 

Then the fringcommenced. The first bul- 
let entered Hiram’sarm at the elbow and 
went upward, coming out at the shoulder. 

Before firing the second shot the stranger 
swun 
aime 
let entering his side and passing through 
the heart. This ball probably caused death 
almost instantaneously, and as the victim 
fell forward the third shot was fired, caus- 
ing the wound which extended through the 
woe A from the side tothe back and going up- 
ward. 

According to the confession, Isaac muti- 
lated the vody. It was done to prevent pos- 
sible identification in case the remains were 
discovered in the spring, for in the lonely 
place in the woods they had no thoughts that 
the grave would be discovered before a man- 
tle of snow had hidden it from sight for eight 
months. 

They removed the clothes for the same 
reason, and, with the head, put them In the 
bottom of the buggy. Blood from the head 
soaked’ through the wrapping, and caused 
the stains which were foundon the mat of 
the vehicie, The head was carried to Boston 


'by Isaac, and was there thrown into the 


watters of the harbor, from where there 
was no danger of its everappearing to give 
evidence of the crime. 

This is in effect the story Sawtelle has laid 
before the Supreme Court in the hope that 
it may save his neck. His execution, ifa 
new trialisnot granted will take place on 
the first Wednesday in January. Should he 
succeed in establishing the fact that the 
murder was committed in Maine, he will 
miss the hanging noose for the 
reason that there is Jno capital punishment in 
that State. 


ALLIANCE CO-OPERATION. 


Agencies to Be Established for Buying 
and Selling. 

Eav CLAIRE, Wis., Dec. 4.—The Farmers’ 
Alliance Convention passed a resolution fav- 
oring the organization of a business depart- 
ment, at the head of which will be placed an 
agent who will represent all the members of 
the Alliance in Wisconsin. President Butt of 
the State Alliance said: 

‘‘The farmers of this State who belong to 
the Alliance, when this system is in working 
order, will have an agent who will buy for 
them and sell for them. 


is now, the individual farmer buys his 
reaper from some local agent, who puts in 
about 100 per cent profit, he State Alliance 
purchasing agent will receive the orders of 
the farmers for reapers and receive the cash 
with the orders. The agent will buy .the 
reapers direct from the manufacturers and 
save to the farmers the middieman’s profits.

Mr. Brady and Mr. Donovan were together 
when seen this morning, and both admitted 
that they had leased the land and were about 
to bulld the track. 

‘‘Our only object in keeping it quilet,’’ re- 
marked Mr, Brady, ‘‘was that we did not 
want to have anything said about 
it until we were sure it would 
be built. I would prefer that nothing be 
said about it just yet, for although the land 
has been leased and nearly everything 
closed, there are still one or two details in 
which there may possibly be hitches, al- 
though it is not at all prob- 
able that such will be the case.

Because Frederick Cordes Kept Secrets 


From His Wife She Left Him. 


DIVORCES GRANTED BY DEFAULT TO-DAY 


BY JUDGE VALLIANT. 


Tales of Marital Woe Told in Court—A 
Death Benefit for Which There Area 
Number of Claimants—Clemens Heirs 
Resume Their Fight — General Court 
Nows. . 


Yo-day is ‘‘default day’’ in Judge With- 
row’scourt. Default day isaday set apart 
for hearing divorces to which no defenses are 
made. There were ninecases set for trial 
to-day. Judge Valliant occupied the bench 
in the absence of Judge Withrow, who is con- 
fined to hisresidence with a severe cold and 


sore throat. 

Frederick Cordes, a German, who could 
speak no English, told by means of an inter- 
preter that his wife Anna to whom he was 
married in July, 1889,in Palmer, Kan., had left 
him three days after their marriage. Asked 
by his attorney Mr. Rudolph Schulenburg 
if he knew why she had left him he replied 
that he didnot. The only information he 
had, he stated, wasa letter written in Ger- 
man which she left. The letter translated 
reads as follows: 

Fred—My suspicions have been fulfilled that you 
had secrets before your wife who was married to you 
before aminister. I gave myself tne permission to 
break open your trunk and my suspicion has 
verified itself, that yeu have other secrets before 
me. You haveseen me forthe lasttimeand what 
I will do now will be vour fault. You need not take 
the trouble to huntmeup. You will not be abie to 
find your wife, ANNA SCHWARZE. 

Cordes was asked what secrets his wife re- 
ferred to, and he stated that be did not 
know. The only secret he had from his wile, 
he stated,was that he had some money which 
she did not know anything about. There 
were some letters in his trunk, he stated, 
but there was nothing in them of import- 
ance. They were fromrelatives. Attorney 
Schulenburg assured the court that there 
was nothing inthe letters. The divorce was 
granted. 

Yhe first case heard was that of Samuel 
Silverburg against May Silverburg. They 
were married Feb. 9, 1885, and lived together 
until June 6, i890. Thecase occupied but a 
short time in hearing the charge, being 
simply desertion. Only the requisite number 
of witnesses required by law to prove the 
case were examined, and the decree was 
granted. There were no children. 

Mrs. Agathe Mueller was granteda divorce 
from Frederick L. Mueller to whom she was 
married Aug. 18, 1869. She stated that he 
deserted her Feb. 1, 1886. There are two 
children, Henry Frederick aged 18, and Ed- 
ward aged 5. Sheaskedthe custody of the 
youngest child, which was granted. 

The next case on thedocket was Mrs.Martha 
E.Twonibly against Daniel .Twombly. Mrs. 
Twombly isa lady of fine appearance and 
was dressed with taste. She stated she was 
a dressmaker and lived at 919 Ewing avenue. 
She took the standand stated she was mar- 
ried in Cumberiand, Me., March 26, 1870. 
Afterthe first year of their marriage, she 
stated, her husband did nothing for the sup- 
port of the family. -He was in business 
ehe stated when they married, 
but fatled, They lived together 
until Sept. 7, 1881, and three children were 
born, she supporting the family she stated 
by dressmaking- Her oldest child is a son 18 
years old now living in Boston, Mass. 

The two younger children are girls. 

Alter separaiing from her husband, she 
stated she lived at Auburn, Me., and after- 
wards at Boston, Mass., Where she 
lived for nine years and then 
came to St. Lonais. Judge Valliant did not

that they were toseparate. Shealso stated 
that he called to see her once but she refused 
to see him. 

Winnie Anderson was granted a divorce 
from Jefferson Anderson. They were mar 
ried in October, 1874, and Nved together until 
July, 1889. She charged her husband with 
desertion and infidelity. The parties are 
colored, 

Mary Hurst charged Emory Hurst with fail- 
ure to support and abuse. They were mar- 
ried in July, 1883 and separated in April, 1891. 
The divorce was granted. The parties are 
also colored. 

Edward F. Klinger was granted a divorce 
from Ida Klinger onthe ground of desertion 
after living together twenty-three years.

THE EDISON GENERAL ELECTRIC CO. 
FIGHTING THE CASE. 


Importance of the Suit and How Other 
Electric Railroads Are Affected—The 
Edison Co. Handles the Case for the 
Lindell Railway Co.—Prominent Law- 
‘yers and Experts in Attendance. 


Depositions ofa most important character 
are being taken inthe Adams Electric Co. 
against the Lindell Railway Co. of this city. 
The suit filed by the Adams company charges 
the Lindell ocmpany with infringement on 
the patent rights granted Dr, Wellington 
Adams years ago, The patent was on @ 
motor arrangement for the running of street 
cars. The plaintiff claims that 
the device used by the Lindell 
is clearly an infringement on the original 
patent and the intention is to make all the 
other electric rallroad companies defendants 
in similar actions, The company concluded 
to proceed against the Capen lines first, and 
the outcome of this action will have an 
important effect on the other roads through- 
out the United States operated by electricity. 
The Lindell Co. is using the motor 
of the Edison General Electric Co. and 
the latter concern is defending tlie 
suit, the railroad company taking But little 
part inthe proceedings. The depositions are 
being taken inthe office of the Adams com- 
pany in the Laclede Building before Special 
Commissicner J. A. Robinson, who was ap- 
pointed for that purpose by Judge Thayer. 
The first testimony was taken a few days ago, 
and this afternpon the work was well 
under way. The office was then 
well filled with the officers of the Adams 
company, and the counsel on both sides. 

PROMINENT COUNSEL. 

The attorneys for the Edison company 
present, were Robert H. Betts of Betts’ Patent 
Lawyers of New York; Mr. Eaton of Eaton & 
Lewis, W. B. Van Size of New York, an ex- 
pert electrician, working in the interest of 
the Edison company. The Adams company 
are represented by Robert H. Parkinson of 
Parkinson & Parkinson, patent lawyers oI! 
Cincinnati; A. C. Fowler of St. Louis, Green 
Campbell and Upton M. Young. 

There area number of witnesses to be ex- 
amined andthe hearing promises to last a 
long time, before the complainants finish 
their case, as it will be presented in the 
United States Court. Thus far testimony has 
been given showing the character of an ap- 
paratus patented by Dr. Wellington Adams 
years ago for the purpose of propelling cars. 
Evidence has also been submitted showing 
the similarity between the devices 
patented by the Adams 
and those in use Db the 
company. The motor used by the defendant 
company was formerly termed the Sprague 
System, but ls nowthe property ofthe Edli- 
son Co, 

OTHER COMPANIES INCLUDED. 

The Adams Co. does not intend to stop with 
the Edison System. It claims with equal 
force that the Thompson-Houston System, 
used by the Union Depot and other lines in 
this city, isalsoan infringement. For the 
present, however, it is content to confine its 
attention to the Edison system. The 
outcome of the initial suit will 
be watched by all the electric roads and elec- 
tric motor companies throughout the coun- 
try,as all the motors in use are classed as in- 
fringements on the pioneer patents by the 
Adams Co. When the depositions are con- 
cluded the testimony, which is already of 
voluminous proportions, will be submitted 
in Judge Thayer’s court, Then the legal 
battle will be waged with might and torce by 
both sides. The indications are that the case 
will remain in the courtsa long time, and it 
may not be finally decided until it reaches 
the Supreme Court of the United states.

Their Allegiance to Their Leaders— 
Stories of Early Withdrawal Con- | 
tradicted by McMillan—The Ballot 
Taken Openly, Each Member Announc- 
ing His Preference as His Name Is 


Called. 


WasSHINGTON, D. O., Dec. 5.—Congress—the 
House of Representatives—half of it—prac- 
tically opened to-day at the caucus for the 
speakership. Democratic members were 
present there so numerous that they nearly 
filled the floor. Most of the usual scenes of 
handshaking and exchanging congrat- 
ylations usually occupying the open- 
ng day were anticipated. The almost 
unbroxen recor€ of twenty years as to the | 
favorable weather for the beginning of the 
session was maintained. Bright sunshine, a 
cloudless sky and pleasant breezes made the 
day a perfect one. The hall of the House 
looked fresh and pretty, recarpeted in | 
bright terracotta, repainted and shining | ers 
with gilt and varnish. A group 
Texan members were the first to arrive and 
eat for an hour or more in earnest conversa- 
tion with Judge Holman. Then New York 
members came next and inquired anxiously 
as to absentees, Mr. Stahinecker and one or 
two others being reported missing. 

Nearly all the delegations of the States 
which have candidates for the speakership 
held secret caucuses at the Capitol sbortly 
after noon to prepare for the final struggle. 
Only in the meeting of the Illinois 
delegation was any general interest 
manifested, as hopes were still entertained 
by allthe other candidates that Mr. Spring- 
er’s forces would go to pieces on the first bal- 
lot. The meeting of the delegation, however, 
failed to give them any great grounds for 
this hope. It was simply agreed that 
Gen. Newberry should present Mr. Springer’s 
name to the caucus and noaction was taken 
in binding the Illinois Congressmen to Mr. 
Springer under the unit rule. After the 
meeting, however, Messrs. Fithian, For- 
man, and Wike announced that they 
would probably desert Mr. Springer and vote 
for Mr. Mills even upon the frst 
ballot, if the roll call showed that Mr. Crisp 


~ was ikely to receive such a load on the first 


ballot as to stampede the supporters of the 
other candidates and give the Georgia gentle- 
man the nomination, 

Mr. Holman said to a reporter that the 
statement that he had decided himself in 
favor of Mr. Mills was untrue. ‘‘I am com- 
mitted as yet,’’ he added, ‘‘to none of 
the candidates, and I shall go Into the caucus 
and vote for the man I consider the

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most eligible. What my vote will be depends 
upon subsequent events.’’ 

In the galleries some spectators had taken 
up positions of advantage and seemed much 
surprised when the doorkeepers ordered 
them out and closed the galleries. 

FIRST ON THE GROUND. 

Mr. Mills was the first candidate to arrive 
onthe ground. He had his headquarters In 
his own committee-room, the Ways and 
Means, and remained there most of the 
morning with closed doofs, consulting with 
his friends. All the other candidates were 
on the other side of the House. Mr. 
Hatch took -possession of the Naval 
Affairs Committee in the corner. He was the 
only aspirant who had a headquarters sign 
out. Mr. Springer was three doors removed 
inthe committee room of Rivers and Harbors. 
Mr. McMillin had the main room 
of the Committee on Appropria- 
tions, and Judge Crisp took the 
sub-committee room adjoining. McMillin 
and Springer stood together outside ‘their 
rooms pleasantly ‘‘chaffing’’ each other on 
the prospects for quiteatime. Judge Crisp 
sat in the open door, his clean cut face beam- 
ing with smiles of confidence. Mr. Bynum and 
other active friends of Mr. Mills keptupa 
constant interchange of mysterious whisper- 
ing with the adherents of both Mr. Hatch 
and Mr. Springer, and passed backwards and 
forwards between the respective committee 
rooms with eager haste. Shortly before < Pp. 
m. the floor of the House was cleared of all 
but members of the caucus and the serious 
work of the day began, : 

The failure of the Illinois friends of Mr. 
Mills to openly desert Mr. Springer was cue 
to the action of the Michigan delegation. At 
1 o'clock Mr. Whiting of Michigan waited upon 
Messrs. Foreman, Fithian and Wike of the 
lilinois delegation and announced that 
the Michigan delegation had decided to give 
its entire support of seven votes to Mr. 
Springer upon the first ballot, but that if any 
oO: the Illinois men deserted to Mr. 
Mills upon the first ballot, the Michigan dole- 
gation would vote solidly for Mr. Crisp 
and endeavor to effect his election. The 
saine announcement was made to Mr. Hayes 
&nd the other Springer men of the lowa deie- 
gation who were understood to be ready to gv 
to Mr. Mills upon the first ballot. A lew 
minutes later Mr. Hayes informed the Asso- 
Clated Press representative that the Iowa 
Gelegation might conclude to remain loyal to 
Mr. Springer fof at least the initial ballot. 

At the meeting of the Tennessee delegation 
®resoiution was presented demanding the 
sentiment of the delegation as to the wisdom 
of Mr. McMillan remaining tn the held, 
There was some weakness among Mr. MoM il- 
lan’s friends, but the delegation finally re 
solved unanimously to support bim unt 
such time at least as his candidacy should be 
considered hopeless.

The first trouble in caucus came W 
the question as to how the voting should pro- 
ceed, by secret or by open ballot. The ques 
tion was referred to a Committee on Rules, 
consisting of one member named by each ca 
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
